NOTES on Meeting held on 13 July at 7.30 pm at the Town Hall. 

Clir Norman Matthews of the County Council and Cllr Paul O'Sullivan of the 
District Council were present. 

COAT OF ARMS : A scroll of the Deddington Coat of Arms should be displayed in the 
Church. PC agreed this is the most suitable place for public exhibition. No 
response yet from John Brooke Little about the new Plaque with more information. 
Agreed to put £ 500 grant towards this. 

ENVIRONMENT : 1. A better understanding of the local area would be given through a 
County Council "habitat management' scheme which would record changes in the 
Parish. Suggested that a sub-committee was needed to compile a report in 
September/October. 2. Applications have been made for speed flow vehicle 
classification surveys on the Deddington/Clifton and Hempton roads. 3. There are 
likely to be extra traffic speed cameras installed in the Deddington area by the 
police as well as speed traps in the Hempton Road. The PC, though not consulted 
on the latter activity, believe that it could tie in with the traffic speed and 
volume flow survey. The East-West route is more prone to speeding than the North- 
South route. 4. The 'No Parking’ sign in Horsefair, by the Holly Tree Club gate, 
has been vandalised. 5. As yet no'reaction to proposal to prune the lime trees in 
the Bullring as forms about the plan have not been filled in. 6. Period-style 
street lighting and street furniture may be installed in Deddington funded through 
Cherwell District Council's £ 100,000 budget for such works. A meeting was 
‘proposed with the Council to establish whether this is possible. 7. A request was 
also made for a telephone number on which to report faulty street lights and for 
this to be listed in Deddington News and on the three village notice boards. 8. 
Complaints about inadequate cutting of verges along Clifton and Hempton Roads on 18 
July. The cutting machinery is too big to get between the trees. Allocation for 
these verges is two cuts per season. 9. Mr. Boss has been asked to cut the 
cemetery hedge again this year at the same price (£120). 

RECREATION & GRANTS : 1. £ 25,000 needed for an ‘under-fives' recreation area. 

The most suitable site is by the Windmill bowling green but neighbouring 
householders to be consulted. Cost should be cut to £ 15,000 with a 30% grant 
from the District Council. Suggested that Wilcon Homes makes a donation to the 
project as well as asking mothers and children their reaction to the scheme. 
Unanimous decision to visit the Windmill site. 2. Football Club, now Deddington 
Town Football Club, now sited at the Windmill. North Aston Football Club has 
requested use of the field on Sundays. Suggested that North Aston have the ground 
free if they repair the pavilion. Parking problems on Clifton Road before matches 
could be remedied by requesting Solar Designs to allow parking on its site at week~ 
ends. Agreed that Deddington Town FC should be asked if they are willing to let 
North Aston use the site. 3. Donation of £ 150 to Banbury Citizens' Advice Bureau. 
PLANNING & PROPERTY : 1. Manor Farm development by Persimmon Homes - concern that 
that the garages are forward of the existing building lines. Development should be 
similar to the preceding Tay Homes site plan but two complaints from the Daedings 
state their homes are now being overlooked. Concern over several items: that the 
open space has been moved from the site centre to the south-east of the plan; that 
there are no two-bedroom houses as originally passed in the plans; that there is 
no provision for vehicle access to the site; that the site may be extended as a 
road runs up to the boundary (suggested a tree screen be erected as a barrier); 
that sewerage systems will put extra strain on already low water pressure in this 
area. Site meeting to be arranged. 2. Agreed to move 30 mph speed limit further 
east on Clifton Road as District Council offering 75% grant to scheme. 3. Southern 
Electric want to put overhead lines at Home Farm. 

WINDMILL : Meeting on 17 July with users agreed hire costs for hall and courts on a 
six-monthly basis thereby avoiding VAT payments. Carpets had been replaced and 
upgraded, room dividers to be installed. Condensation problems still under 
review. Some fencing for the courts had been stolen before being put up. 

Brownies and Scouts have requested to run a pet supplies business in addition to 
their paper bank.

surprisingly known as Green Hedges Lane. A stile beside a metal gate 

leads into a large field in which cattle sometimes graze. It descends very 
steeply, but it is well worth pausing to admire the view on the way down. Towards 
the bottom is a spring on your left and in the corner near a corrugated-iron lean- 
to shed is a metal stile. 

Take the path to the right - Paper-Mill Lane (Mr. Fuller's Lane to the left is not 
a Right-of-way). After a short distance you come to a gate and then a rather 
rough path takes you along the side of a field from which the Stilgoe Farm is 
clearly visible over to your left. In the growing season nettles can be something 
of a problem here. At the end is a narrow gap between a barbed-wire fence and the 
hedge. For about twenty yards you go on over rough terrain to the corner of a 
pathway ahead, (A) in the diagram. 

On your left is a large disused hut with a slate roof and corrugated asbestos front 
and just past this a wooden gate. Through the gate you will find a track on your 
left beside a deep ditch and high hedge. At the corner, bear off to the right 
towards the opening into the lane up to Paper-Mill Cottages. The entrance here is 
liable to be churned up, but diverging from it to the right is a broad swath which 
leads you on to a metal gate. You come out in front of a large field and should 
take a path diagonally across it to the right. Aim for the pair of trees you will 
see in the distance. You will then be in Tithe Lane and should make your way back 
going up by the hedge to the right in the adjacent field. I have marked this 
point as (B). You are now on the final section of the Grand Tour. A helpful 
landmark is the conspicuous black storage tank on the corner. It is not exactly a 
thing of beauty but if you turn your back on it you have a distant prospect 
affording quite a feast of ecclesiastical architecture: the spires of King's 
Sutton, Adderbury and Bloxham and the tower of Deddington. I reckon it is the 
best part of four miles and I should allow about an hour and twenty minutes. 
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If you prefer a shorter walk of about three miles, when you reach the hut (A), 
instead of turning left you can take a path back across the field on your right. 

It is very steep but the views are magnificent. In a dip in the top corner is a 
wooden stile into a field where horses may be grazing. Another stile further on 
near the end of the Field Barn buildings brings you to a metal gate near the corner 
of the concrete road and thus back on to the Grand Tour route. This walk should 
take about an hour. You will find that Roger Nobbs has obligingly cleared the 
three rights of way across his fields with generous channels through his crops.

DOWN ON THE FARM -~ first of a new series... 


My family and I moved to Castle Farm on the 28 March 1991, a day that we shall 
always remember. Although we had only come from near Chipping Norton it was the 
first move we had ever made, and moving to a new farm isn't like moving from one 
house to another, 
All the fields were planted except for two fields of peas, so I had a local 
contractor in to drill them. The main concern was that there were no corn drying 
facilities so we set about converting a large cattle building to dry and store our 
forthcoming harvest. We were able to find a second-hand dryer from a farm in 
Hampshire and this has certainly earned its keep over the past seasons. 
No two farms are the same and although we had only moved about nine miles the soil 
type at Castle Farm is quite a lot heavier than we had been used to. We were 
lucky that the first summer and autumn were relatively dry and we were able to 
drill all the crops that we had planned to plant. 
Many fields had ditches along the hedgerows which hadn't been dug out for many 
years. One of our most useful and hard worked second-hand purchases has been an 
old JCB digger. We have now dug and cleaned out most of the ditches around the 
farm. An interesting side to this has been the old drainage systems we have come 
across that are still running water when opened up. These have ranged from hand- 
made clay horse-shoe shaped drains and round drains under 2" in diameter to pipes 
of 8" in diameter, anything from a few inches deep to over six feet underground, 
all skilfully put in by hand. It would have been a mammoth task. 
We hope that in the not too distant future we will be able to establish some trees 
around the farm to add to the landscape and help the wild life.

During the afternoon of February 28th four hounds from the Heythrop Hunt ran not 
only into mine but several of my neighbours’ gardens. I have two elderly dogs who 
do not move very fast and I am very concerned in case it happens again. Foxhounds 
are out for the kill and one often hears of pets being killed by them by mistake. 
Not only animals are in danger. What would happen if a small child was confronted 
by four large foxhounds? If the child panicked and started to run, I dread to think 
what the consequences might be. I would be interested to hear the views of other 
residents on this matter, and should like to find out if anything can be done to 
prevent this from happening again. 

NB As this letter was received after the end of the hunting season, it was held 
over, with Mr Adkins' agreement, until near the beginning of the current season, 
and shown to the Heythrop Hunt for reply or comment. MR 0O.C.LANGDALE, the

St. John's Church will be open on Saturday 10 September to welcome anyone 
participating in the Oxfordshire Historic Churches Trust Cycle Ride. You may well 
be asked to sponsor some of the riders! The Trust has agreed to help us by con- 
tributing towards maintenance of the building. 
Harvest Festival will be on Sunday 25 September at 6 pm. 
The Friends of Hempton Church will hold a General meeting on Wednesday 28 September 
at 8 pm in the schoolroom behind the church. For the benefit of the many new- 
comers to our village I should like to explain that "The Friends" is a completely 
unofficial organisation, formed spontaneously in 1988 to combat the Deddington PCC 
application for permission to convert the church into a private dwelling. The 
Friends are not necessarily members of the Church of England or indeed of any 
religious denomination. |Hempton Chapel closed many years ago, children were sent 
to school in Barford and later in Deddington, the Plough Inn was demolished in the 
1960s and the shop is closed. The church and its schoolroom remain the only 
focus of traditional village life. If they close too, Hempton will become a mere 
blip on the B 4031, remarkable only for a fine avenue of trees and a nasty 'pinch- 
point' waiting for an accident to happen. The Friends deserve support in their 
efforts to maintain the church and improve facilities in the schoolroom.

DENNIS GEORGE WASHINGTON : It doesn't matter whether you come to Hempton from 
Deddington or Chipping Norton - either way you enter the village through an avenue 
of horse-chestnut trees which Dennis Washington had specially planted there. 
Chairman Mao said 'Let a thousand flowers bloom' but didn't do much about it; 
Dennis on the other hand, only this year, had one thousand daffodils planted in the 
grass verge of Hempton Road, for Dennis loved flowers as much as he loved spring 
time and his pleasure was to share these joys with those around him. 

Dennis was a true son of Hempton, born with an urge to succeed, impatient of 
delays. It was this impatience which led him, as a fourteen-year-old haymaker, to 
try and force an obstinate truss of straw into a steam-driven threshing machine 
with his foot. He lost this leg below the knee, and it would have been more if 
the man in charge had not leapt forward and shouldered the driving belt off the 
pulley wheel. But Dennis was not the man to let such a setback daunt him. With 
an artificial leg he soon learnt to walk, and indeed, to play cricket as well as 
the next man, and he made a valiant effort to join the RAF as a pilot. After the 
War when, with the shrewd help of his wife Grace, his business prospered, he was 
able to indulge his passion for exotic animals, birds in particular, and travel 
across the world to Northern Australia, Argentina and Chile, to watch them in their 
natural habitat. F 

But he stayed true to Hempton, and in later years he could be seen gliding along 
the Hempton Road on his daily visit to Deddington in his electric wheelchair. There 
are many tales to be told about Dennis, for he was a man to be reckoned with - and 
Hempton is the poorer for his passing. J,I-S.

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THE WAY WE MIGHT HAVE BEEN, 500 YEARS AGO by Norman Stone 


It was a dismal Saturday afternoon in July, and Deddington church positively 
crackled with energy. Wherever you looked, you saw somebody you knew, or thought 
you knew, for some were in costume. Many were involved in running stalls at the 
Mediaeval Fair - arts and crafts, fairings and furbelows, things to eat and things 
to drink, printing and scribing. Others were entertaining us in beguiling fashion - 
singing, dancing, playing instruments, storytelling, juggling, handbell ringing. 
Not forgetting - who could? - the traditional bear. 

' The crowd entered into the spirit of things - buying their nosegays, flitting 
from stall to stall, chattering, laughing, applauding, eating and drinking. 

In the middle of all this lively hubbub, almost before anybody realised what 
was happening, Everyman had begun. Quietly, inexorably, the 500-year-old morality 
play held our attention and tightened its grip. We saw Strength and Beauty fail, 
Kinship and Knowledge fade away; only Good Deeds remained to go with Everyman on his 
journey to Death. 

We felt something of what audiences must have felt in the 15th century. 
Partly it was the play itself, author unknown, which dealt with abstract ideas in 
a direct and homely way. Partly it was the setting, unmatched by any mere stage 
set, and the costumes, brilliantly contrived from all manner of odds and ends. But 
mainly it was the clear, uncluttered production and sturdy, convincing performances, 
fitting so naturally into the re-creation of trade and fun in Deddington in the 
Middle Ages. 

You really had to be there, and if you weren't you missed an absorbing and 
genuinely communal occasion. It was a brave idea, and it worked. What, I wonder, 
will the Deddington Players do next?

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for August and September 1844: 


2nd AUGUST - Mrs. Cotton's funeral ~- I was Chief Mourner, then came Holford and 
Willy, then Shuckburgh and John, my brothers - then the servants, then the tenants. 
The grave never closed over a more amiable, kind, consistent, right minded woman 
than the late Mrs. Cotton, our dear Aunt - she was in her 73rd year. 

4th SEPTEMBER ~ The anniversary of our Horticultural Association took place in the 
Castle Grounds by permission of Mr. Field as heretofore. 

10th SEPTEMBER ~ The Marquis of Chandos attained his majority, and great 
festivities commenced at Stowe house, the seat of his father, to which we were 
invited (but being in mourning for poor dear Mr. Cotton we thought proper to be 
absent therefrom), and which were to continue for 4 days successively. I attended 
a Turnpike meeting at The Fox Inn, North Aston, at which the repairs of the road 
from Adderbury to Sturdy'’s Castle and onwards to Oxford were set for 3 years at so 
mich per annum. 

17th SEPTEMBER - our servant, Sarah Jane (the housemaid) obtained a £ 2 prize for 8 
years' service with us since our residence in Deddington. 

18th SEPTEMBER - We left to spend the remainder of the week at Sir Thomas 
Shepherd's at Thornton Hall - called on my Father (at Tingewick) on the way and 
also on the Hearn's (his sister and husband) at Buckingham. 

19th SEPTEMBER ~ Inmediately after breakfast we started shooting. Sir Thomas and 
I were busied with Trusteeship accounts relative to my late Uncle's property. 

23rd SEPTEMBER —- Left on an excursion into Monmouthshire with Susan to visit our 
newly acquired property at Kerneys, spent the night at Bristol and reached Newport 
the next day. 

25th SEPTEMBER ~ We proceeded in an open carriage to Kerneys, about 5 miles distant 
from Newport, where a tenant, known to me previously, accompanied us over the 
Estate - went to the highest point, The Folly, also the little Church and the two 
principal farms, the country and scenery is very beautiful. 

30th SEPTEMBER - At Bristol on our way home we visited and inspected the immense 
new steamship now nearly finished, but built of too large dimensions to be able to 
leave the dock where she is moored till it shall be enlarged for the purpose. We 
were much gratified with the monster vessel in every way. We left Bristol by | 
train for Swindon on our way to Marlborough to visit our dear little Willy who is 
at school at the College recently founded there.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


Since the July issue we have received 67 calls which were: 3 barn/farm 

fires, 2 hedgerow/grass fires, 1 kitchen fire, 3 road traffic accidents, 1 washing 
machine fire, 3 car fires, 1 shed fire, 2 house fires, 3 flood fires, 1 petrol 
spillage, 9 false alarms with good intent, 31 false alarms on automatic systems, 4 
malicious false alarms and 13 calls to stand by at other stations; a total so far 
of 179 which is 38 more than this time last year. 

The reason for a lot of false alarms on automatic systems at this time of year is 
because thunder flies (thripps) manage to get into detectors and in doing so 
activate the alarm. 

Insufficient crews: Of the 67 calls listed above we were unable to turn out on 4 
occasions due to insufficient personnel. On 10 July we went round Deddington, 
putting leaflets into letter boxes where we thought there might be someone who 
would be suitable for the Fire Service. Unfortunately, to date we have received 
no applications, which is most disappointing because at present not only are we 
struggling for crews during working hours but due to holidays etc. we are 
struggling at nights, also at weekends when several of our personnel play sports. 

I cannot believe that in a place the size of Deddington there are not men or women 
who would be suitable for the Brigade. Perhaps there are people who think that 
the cover they could give would not be good enough ~ if that is the case, then what 
we are saying is, DO come and see us and let us decide. ALBERT HUMPHRIES (338943)
